“The higher rates of duty impés- 
ed by the Act-on various kinds of 
goods will clearly tend to restrict |. 
our exports of such goods,” sald 
Mr. Graham. “Hon, members will 
be aware of the action, already 
taken by His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment from my previous replies.” 
Mr. Samuel asked did the right 
hon, gentleman invite the United 
States to’ join the tariff truce., 
Mr. Graham said the U.S. were 
represented at Geneva, but only by 
an observer, | They were not 
parties to the truce. i 
Mr. Samuel: Does that not ahow 
the farce of the tariff truce, when 
one of’ the greatest nations in the 
World refused to take part in. it? 
There was no reply. 


Few Reductions. 


Mr, Samuel, also asked whether, 


the recent U.S, Tariff Bill would 
reduce tariffs against any classes 
of British goods imported’ into the 

United States. 

Mr. W. Graham, said that the 
final text of the Tariff Act was not 
yet available, but, - according 
to information he ‘had received 
from the Embassy at Washington, 
the lst of tariff reductions applied 
to very few commodities of kinds: 
produced in+ Bwitain, ‘They 
included, howeyer, lower rites on 
various kinds of machinery other 
than agricultural or textile; on 
rapeseed oil and on , aluminium 
metal, serap and alloy.

Mr. Hoover was elected ag the 
Technical Engineer who would run 
the greatest business in the world 
—United ‘Statey—as no politician

themselves and which they secretly

ting. The Naval Treaty fell far 
short of the expectations which he 
himself had aroused, -:

He” showed 
it again at the London’ Naval’ Con- 
ference. He may be expected to

It is pointed out that sending 
men to Scotland Yard.or New York 
would be a waste of money and man 
power a3 the technique and mind 
of the criminal in those places are 
entirely diferent from the means by 
which local gangsters commit their 
lawless acts. On the other hand, it 
is argued-that in San-Francisgo the 
police officials » have to deal with 
hundreds of Filipinos who commit 
crimes’, Many of the crimes com- 
mitted in Manila have been en- 
gineered by some of the men who 
learned ‘théir criminal methods in 
San Francisco, it is averred. 

Psychology of Crime. 

t If two or three of the Manila 
seeret service men were sent to San 
Francisco and placed under the 
training. of the police commissioner 
there they would’be able to study |' 
crime as it is committed by people 
of “their own race. Having tho 
same psychology, of thought and 
trend of mind as the criminals they 
are studying, . the “secretas” would 
obtain; invaktrable lessons in dealing 
with crime as committed by Filipino 
gangsters who have. adopted 
American criminal, techniques, it is 
alleged.

_.WORKMAN HANDLES LIVE 
WIRE. 


_ GUARD WIRES ONES

The circumstances of ihe: death 
of a workman who wax clectro- 
‘Jcuted by. grasping’ an electric in- 
‘stallation of the China Light and 
Power, Company near a house in 
Shapo Road, on July "16, weve 
investigated before’ Mr.’ Whyte- 
|Smith yesterday. : 

Medical evidence showell death 
to be consistent with death by 
electrocution, A fellow workman 
also gave evidence as to hearing 
the victim suddenly cry out whilst 
they-were-at-work,—He-went.over, 
and found the man holding the 
wires which ran, just outside the 
house. He ‘knocked his hand 
away with a board, but the man 
died later. 

Heavy Rain's Effects.’ 

Testimony by a P.W.D. official 
was tHat the wires were about 18 
inches from the house verandah, 
‘The guard wires ‘had been remov- 
ed, and witness noticed that the 
contractor’s workmen had tied 
the bamboo scaffolding to line 
conductors around the building. 
There had been heavy rain on 
July 16, and it was probable that 
the man, in the position he appar- 
ently must have been in, received 
u shock of about 200 volts. 

As regards 'the Power Company 
they had fulfilled all requirements, 
as ‘their line was there before the 
building was started upon. ° 

A China Light official gave 
evidence as to installing the line 
about 14 or 16 months ago. The 
guard wires . had been rémoved 
without the company’ 3 knowledge, 

Jury’s Rider.

Poo Late § ‘Stampa, 

Only one’ “too-late” stamp has 
‘been issued in the British Em- 
pire. This appeared in Victoria 
in 1855, and was issued to pay 
excess rate of 6d. charged on late 
letters.

MOSCOW OPERA. 


‘MOUSSORGSKY’S NEGLECTED 
_MASTERPIECE, 
J “ti _ Moscow, June 17. 
~ Perhaps the most striking achieve- 
ment ofthe State Opera-House ‘here 
during’ the ,past season has been, the 
revival of Moussorgsky’s' opera, 
“Khovanstehina,” so-called fromthe 
Princes Khovansky, father and son, 
who play prominent | foles. in the 
work, ‘ . 
Written by Moussorgsky on the 


eve of his death‘and instrumented to 
some extent by Rimsky-Korsakov, 
“Khovanstchina” . is a neglected 
musterplece. Quite comparable with 
“Boris Godunov” in strength 
and richness of melody, in'dramatic 
content and in gaturation with the 
atmosphere of the “Russian Middle: 
Ages (which lasted two or three 
centuries longer than the correa- 
ponding period. in Western Elirope)’ 
it ‘is. almost’ unknown: outside of 
Russia and is comparatively seldom 
wiven here. | : 

It is sometimes difficult in Russia 
to disentangle the past from the 
Present, Ono of the outstanding 
ariag in. “Khovanstehina,” sung by 
the boyar Shakhlovity, is a prayer 
that some divine envoy may appear 
to ‘save long-suffering “Rus” (the 
‘old name for Russia) and that.God 

may not allow “Rus” to perish. At 
iu performance of the opera: during 
the tense winter months, when the 
former propertied classes, which 
might conceivably have identified 
themselves with “Rus,” were suffer- 
dng the hardest blows of the new 
social order, the singing of this aria 
provoked an outburst, of applause 
that seemed a little too hearty and 
prolonged to be inspired by purely 
musica! appreciation. 

Jt may have been a pure coineid.

However, 
by June ‘the incident, if it had 
originally attracted attention, was 
evidently’ forgotten or cdnsidered 
unimportant; because “Kovanst- 
china” was presented again with a 
brilliant cast.
